The  funeral  mounds,  which  are  profusely  scattered  over 
liio  surl'ice  of  our  country  ,  c.iiinut  have  failed  to  excite  the 
attention  o(  thi!  lea-t  observant.  They  are  genorally 
f.iuiid  upon  the  beautiful  levels  which  he  along  the  hor- 
•Icrs  of  streams  every  where  intersecting  a  region,  once 
the  undisputed  doininion  of  the  free  born  Indian.  Now,

her  innocent  heart — the  matron,  whose  hospitality  w  ar¬ 
med  and  cherished  the  unfeeling  men,  even  now  prepa- 
r.'i  for  crime  and  violence;  and  mfint  innocence,  heed¬ 
lessly  sporting  with  the  glittering  instruments  of  undistin- 
guislit>d  slaughter.

f,.  iln  .uhdiied  his  eiiterprize,  no  danger  repelled  his  in- 
ddv.  The  hunter  extolled  the  keenness  of  his 
•e.  an,l  the  (leetiiess  of  his  foo»;  the  warrior  regarded 
w,rl,  adiiiiralion  the  calmness  of  his  courage  and  his  dis- 
„»,ird  of  -linger.  Mild  and  engaging  m  his  manners,  the 
ibtl'lren  thronged  tumultuously  around  him;  anri  in  their 
ariifjs  atfection,  they  named  him  “the  good  Frenchman.'’ 
Ik  rliiiibed  the  trees  for  the  grape  and  the  peccan,  distri- 
among  them  the  simple  ornaments  which  they  ad- 
anrnl,  gathered  wild  flowers  for  their  hair,  and  selected  for 
ihcm  llie  most  beautiful  feathers  from  the  plumage  of  the 
Ihron  and  the  F!  iiningo.  Hut,  beyond  the  more  desire 
of  pleasing,  he  was  anxious  to  attain  a  nobler  end;  that  ofj 
t,  H2  U'^rful;  mid  he  instructed  this  docile  people,  so  far  as 
111,  ••  A;!!  in  hi'  influeiice,  in  those  domestic  arts  wliirh  ’«  ere 
l.kt'l.  m  pro\c  beneficial.

to  the  Toungcr,  the  literature  of  his  native  land;  bolding 
out  to  all.  in  their  grandeur  and  sublimity,  tlie  bright 
proiiuses  of  that  religion,  which  influenced  his  own  uc- 
Lull')  and  exalted  his  virtues. 

Among  the  pupils  of  St.  Pierre,  was  the  daughter  of  a 
chief.  III  whose  family  he  maintained  the  most  friundly  in* 
lescourse.  She  was,  at  this  period,  but  twelve  years  of 
age;  ami  .still,  in  his  estimation,  as  well  as  in  fict,  a  child.

^e'.hei  tliruiigh  the  boundless  forc'ts,  which  bloomed 
around  iliem,  together  they  trod  the  margin  of  that  stream, 
tcliose  living  waters,  even  at  this  early  day,  bore  upon 
t!i,.‘ir  bo'oiii  the  soft  voice  of  melody,  and  w  hich  now,  in 
the  ilelitlous  calm  of  a  summer  sunset,  or  beneath  the 
thmdlcss  serenity  of  a  mellow  moon,  are  unsurp-is«ed  ui 
brightness;  ingether  they  admired  the  suhliiiie  work'  of 
the  creator;  di>tant  and  resplendent  worl-l',  wheeiing.  in 
ihoir  iiruneri'ity,  their  silent  majesty  and  unapproach¬ 
able  m  igiufii'cnce;  and  together  they  knelt  in  adoration 
®f  ihf  .Almighty  Author,  amidst  the  stupendous  works  of 
b.s  O'vn  hands  and  the  evidences  of  his  omnipotence.
